Heartworm (eonel'd.) 
Q. Once my dog is treated 


for heartworm and successful- 
ly cured, is 
disease? 


A. Unfortunately, no. If the 
dog is returned to an area 


when a reservoir for heart- 
worm exists, then he will be 
exposed and’ unless the 
laxis is given, he will 
filariasis again. 

Q. Are these in the 
only way to prevent heart- 
worm? 

A. Up to now, yes. However, 
some experimental work is be- 
ing done on the principle of us 
ing a drug in the dog's daily 
feed ration which it is hoped 
will be effective In destroying 
the larvae before they develop 
to the adult state. 

Would you mind sum- 
marizging the current informa- 
tion available on heartworm? 

A. I think it advisable to 
limit the summary to the con- 
ditions as they exist in Japan. 

1. Heartworm is considered 
‘epidemic in Japan, 

2. It is transmitted by the 
bite of the salt-water mosquito.

_ The American contingent has 
sent over 42 prints by as many 
artists. This is fault number 
one. A single print per artist 
is very seldom likely to be 
the best print by that man— 
if there really is such a thing. 


At least three works are 


(as in the Japanese mage to 
furnish a mere inkling of an 
artist’s accomplishment. 

The second mistake must be 
attributed to the manner of 
selection. The fact that I re- 
cognized only five familiar 
names among 42 would be of 
no particular significance, if 
only the many unkown workers 
could furnish a series of fine 
rises.

The complexity of the problem of aiming and directing 


a space ship toward another planet is enormous. 


It is completely different from the relatively simple way 
that we aim and fire at targets here on earth. As an exam- 
ple, we will consider some of the problems involved in send- 
ing a rocket to the planet Venus. 


When we have space ships which have continuous-pro- 
pulsion systems the problem will be greatly simplified. Then 
the rocket can be “steered” toward Venus in a way similar 
to = we steer an automobile toward a destination here 
on eart 


But today all of a rocket's propulsion is applied only 
during the first few minutes of flights. Thus a space ship 


must be aimed originally so that it will arrive at some pre- 


designated point in space the same time the planet does. 


The aiming problem can be compared to hypothetical 
one on the earth, of a person on a rotating merry-go-round 
with a rifle attempting to hit a target on a nearby ferris 
wheel which is revolving. He cannot even hope to hit 
a target on a nearby ferris wheel which is revolving. He 
cannot even hope to hit his target by aiming at it directly 
but must attempt to locate a point in space where a fired 
bullet and the target will arrive simultaneously at some 
future time. 


The actual problem is far more difficult. For one thing 
there are several additional motions involved. 


For another, the rocket encounters three different gra- 
vitational fields during its trip—that of the earth, the sun, 
and Venus. 


Also, the true position of Venus in space is known only 
to within 50,000 miles. Simply stated, the problem of a 
Venus shot is to “transplanet” a rocket originally at rest on 
the rotating earth revolving in a practically circular orbit 
about the sun to another planet in a smaller orbit with a 
different orbital velocity! 


Since Venus is closer to the sun than is the earth the 
rocket should be launched so as to enable the sun to pull 
the rocket closer to it. To accomplish this the rocket is 
launched in the opposite direction from that of the earth 
in its orbit so that the rocket’s initial velocity relative to 
the earth will be subtracted from the earth’s orbital velocity 
of about 68,400 miles per hour. This reduces the ship’s cen- 
trifugal force, which ordinarily tends to pull it away from 
the sun, and permits the gravitational force of the sun to 
pull it closer to it and, hence, toward Venus’ orbit. 


The best trajectory which calls for the least amount 
of launching energy is a hyperbolic arc which is tangential 
to the earth’s orbit at one end and tangential to Venus’ 
orbit at the other end, with 180 degrees of arc swept through. 


Since Venus must arrive at the other end of the path 
when the rocket does, only certain launching dates supply 
optimum conditions of intercept. One of these occurred 
this past February which the Russians took advantage of in 
launching their Venus probe on Feb. 12. 

In the absence of the necessary technology today to 
decelerate a rocket and provide for a landing on Venus the 
next best choice is to have the rocket orbit the planet. 

The particular geometry of approach of the Russian 
space ship makes this impossible for this latest launching. 
Then, too, the space ship would either have to come within 


‘ about 10,000 miles of Venus for success or have a control-

Ecuador Communists 


Harass U.S. 


Consulate

GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador (AP) 
—Anti-U.8. riots break out here 
at the drop of a word. This 
teeming banana port is one of 
the most sensitive trouble spots 
in South America. 

In 10 months the handsome 
U.S. consulate building has 
been attacked 14 times by an- 
62. destructive mobs. The 

S. embassy in Quito, the capi- 
tal, 200 miles away in * 
Andes, also has had its share ot 
trouble. 

Usually the rioters move in 
on the consulate from nearby 
Plaza Centenario, where: they 
have been worked up into a 
frenzy of hate by Communists 
or Fidelistas (followers of Fidel 


for- Castro) or both. 


The estimated 5,000 hard-core 
Communists here are well 
organized and active. Guayaquil 
with a population of 530,000 is 
a ripe spot for agitators. It has 
growing unemployment, wide- 
spread poverty and illiteracy. 
Guayaquil, with one of the 
worst slums in the world, was 
once called the malaria capital 
of the world. 

Guards are posted at the con- 
sulate, and when word is re- 
ceived that a mob is brewing 
heavy protective iron curtains 
are lowered before the doors. 

The rioters—students, agita- 
tors and hoodlums in dirty 
shirts—take a stand in front of 
the building which houses some 
of the American employes. So 
far, none has been injured, but
